Urbana, III., Peu. (. - At an unprece- 
dented session of all his professor? and 
associate professors, assistant profo- 
ors and associates and instructors hold- 
ing two-year appointments. President 
Edmund J, .latm s. of the University of 
Illinois, who threatened to resign, was 
Kiven a vote of confidence to-night. 

The ballot stood 18$ to 4. 

The meeting was called by President 
.lames, who addressed the educators as 

follows: 

"It Is rumored and stated that my 
faculty is out of sympathy with me. 
it is charged that I no longer have 
your confidence and respect. 

"If it is true that my colleagues are 
mit of sympathy with me .and that I 
il" nui have your confidence and co- 
operation, I am unwilling to continue 
o*a president of the university. 

"I want you to express your opinion 
by secret ballot.'' 

President Janus left the room. Pro- 
fessor Herbert J. Barton was elected 
chairman and ballots were passed, there 
being no discussion "f the question. .Mr. 
Barton announced the vote later. 

The meeting voted to transmit the 
result of its action to the university 
senate, board of trustees and the prêts. 

President .lames made an informal 
statement afterward on the cause that 
moved him to decide on retirement if 
his faculty did not have confidence In 
him. 

"A member of ihe board of trustees 
made a statement in a meet inn of the 
board." said Dr. James, "that it had' 
come to him from conversations and 
letters of faculty that I was without 1 
the conliduiice and support of the fac- 
ulty. 

"Tills Charge was made in support of 
a motion by this member to strike out I 
the by-law of the board which Rives i 
Hie president the power to make all 
faculty appointments. 

"After ten years of hard work lu re 1

Calibre to Compete

Two of the geralest F. S. unlversi- 
tles-Yale and Columbia— are In sore 
distress over the present status of their 
respective rowing mutters. And, 
strange to say, their troubles are dia- 
metrically opposite in character. Yale 
has the men but not the coach, while 
Columbia has the coach but not the 
men. It is a question as to which ol 
the two is under the greater handicap, 
and which will bo out of the difficulty 
first. 

Columbia has been and Is partic- 
ularly fortunate In that she hnH In 
Bice one of tho best COnehOS that ever 

to light and rigged a crew. Further- 
more, he Is under contract to the 
Blue and White for a long term of 
years— longer In fact, than any conch 
has ever been bound for. But unfor- 
tunately tlx? peculiar anomaly exists 
that while Columbia him n greater 
numhsr of students Hum any other 
Of our universities she Is poorer than 

all tho boating Institutions In rowing 
material - both as regards quantity and 
quality. 

The New Yorkers licldom boat a phy- 
sically typical varsity crew. Hire 
WOil'd ci insider himself lucky to nd 
the cast-off men uf almost any of the 

other rowing colleges. 

WANTS It Y SQUAD, 
In order lo overcome Ibis great 

drawback of dearth of material, alum- 
ni are working on ilivers lines, and 
Hit v propose to leave no stone unturn- 
ed in older Dial a squad of men large 
enough and good euoimh to give Col- 
umbia an even fighting chance shall 
be procured. 

A most Important BBOve in the right 



direction has been thai of securing 
the well known professional oarsman,' 
Frederick i 'la is ted, as u teacher ofi 
sculling and rowing at the Could boat-' 
house Every student— -whether he in- 
tends to try for the crews or not- is at 
liberty to go there and receive Instruc- 
tion. Few men are better qualified 
than 1'lalsted for this work. Bis re- 

void makes him the peer of any oars- 
man of his time. 

Our most successful college coach- 
es have been recruited from the ranks 
of lie. professional scullers -a class, 
Which, by the way, Is fast dwindling, 
as professional sculling Is a branch 
of the sport which has In the last tie- 
cade deteriorated greatly. Very few 
men tiro taking it up and in "a few 
years such men will nol be available.

TO TEACH ALL. 
It \h planned to have Ihe students 
who go b, the < build boat house barn 
both sculling and sweep rowing, it 
Is ii vhII known axiom that a man 
who knows sculling can handle a 
swe.-.p, but the converse is far from 



true. The knowledge of proper seull- 
llii; enables a man to "sit" n boat as 
nothing else will, and its practice gives 
one watermanship that can be obtain- 
ed in no other way. Furthermore, 
a sculler can row on either side of n 
criw boat. Thus scullers are always 
most valuable acquisitions to h var- 
sltv crew Much of Coach VVray's suc- 
cess nl Harvard is due to the fact 
thai he It aches his men to scull and 
ho himself goes out with each of the 
vtr.illv nun In a double scull up to 
the very eve of the race with Yule. 

Already the new regime has borne 
fruit, for in a comparatively short 
time one boat in the Gould boathouso 
has logged à-" miles and another 460. 

The house was given to Columbia 
In 1800 by Edwin Could. He rowed 
when a student, and has always been 
much interested in the sport. He 
subscribed a handsome amount to- 
ward Ihe building of the new house 
on the course at Botlghkccpsic which 
was finished lust spring, and now he 
has followed it up by employing I'lais- 
led. The architect of tile Could boflt- 
house was Harry C Bclton, himself 
a varsity stroke num. who knew thor- 
oughly the requisites of such :i build- 
ing. The rough water caused by the 
Increasing river traffic on the east 
Hide of the Hudson compelled the rac- 
ing crews to go to the other shore, and 
now the boathouso will serve even a 
better use than it was originally In- 
tended for. 

In Ihe spring a fleet of single and 
double scull shells and eight-oared 
barges will be put in the house, as 
well us a special combination tubbing 
boat designed by Plalsted. This will 
be !M Inches wide and 3(1 feel long, 
decked over fore and aft, and having 
double outriggers, so that It either 

may be used with sculls of sweeps 
without any change. IMalsted will 
row with his pupils in this boat and 
teach them by actual demonstration.

Liberals Will Stake Life on Revision of Tariff Measures — First 
Bill Not Party Issue 



CITIZEN'S BOOKS 

One of the leaders of the University Extension Movement re- 
cently described its purpose in these admirable words: "The aim of 
University Extension is not, I take it, merely to instruct, merely to 
add to the sum of knowledge, merely to while away a passing hour 
at a lecture, but through the enlargement of the mind, to reach on to 
the enrichment of character — to make fuller, better, nobler men 
and women." Never were there so many agencies at work as there 
are to-day of which some such phrases as these could be fairly used. 
There is an eager demand for knowledge of the marketable sort, but 
of that kind which enlarges the mind and enriches the character; 
and there is a hardly less eager readiness among many of those in 
privileged circumstances to share their fortune with those whose op- 
portunity is limited. We do not hear much of this movement of popu- 
lar culture in the daily press, in the pulpit, or on the political plat- 
form; yet it is one of the most real forces of the time, and is, we be- 
lieve, building up, quietly and slowly, a social sense that will ulti- 
mately give a stamp to the thought and life of the twentieth century 
as deep as philosophic individualism gave to that of the nineteenth. 

Since only a fortunately-situated minority can attend lectures 
and classes, the most effective form of this new influence lies in the 
supplies of cheap, serious books which have multiplied so rapidly of 
late. There is hardly a subject within his range on which the work- 
ing-man cannot get a course of instruction at the cost of 35 cents ; 
and sometimes he is lucky enough to get inspiration as well as instruc- 
tion. Here, for instance, are five small but substantial volumes, com- 
posing the tenth issue of the "Home University Library," and com- 
ing to us under the editorial imprimatur of Professors Gilbert Mur- 
ray, J. Arthur Thomson, Herbert Fisher, and W. T. Brewster. 
There is a comprehensive and well-illustrated description of " Pre- 
historic Britain," which carries the reader back to the wonder of the 
Great Ice Age. There is a weighty account of the origins and 
growth of the books of the Old Testament by Prof. George F. 
Moore. Another great authority. Prof. Vinogradoff, of Oxford, 
under the title "Common Sense in Law," explains the fundamental 
legal principles and distinctions which every citizen should under- 
stand. Still more directly bearing upon current affairs we have Mr. 
E. N. Bennett's "Problems of Village Life." and Prof. A. C. Pi- 
gou's "Unemployment." 

These last deal with qucstio ns on which we are called upon to 
form an opinion. Much depends upon it being a wise and instruct- 
ed opinion. The expert is, indeed, not beyond suspicion of a cold- 
blooded aloofness. Professor Pigou warmly repels this accusation. 
Economists, he says, at the opening of his very useful essay, have 
assumed a scientific task and must pursue it in a scientific spirit. But 
they are impelled to take up this task not by a mere academic interest, 
but by "a sense that, in the world of business and of labour, justice 
stands with biassed scales; that men, women, and children stagger 
often into 'an abyss that might be fenced and guarded; that the 
lives of many are darker than they need be ; that the wealth, on 
which Western nations pride themselves, bears but a faded flower of 
welfare. In these things lies the impulse to economic investigation; 
and the removal, or at least the mitigation, of the evils they portray 
is the goal of the economist's search." A scientist who, sustained by 
this humane motive, can patiently unravel the knots of so complex a 
question as unemployment, and discuss remedial or palliative meas- 
ures closely and yet in terms understandable by every intelligent 
reader, is conferring a great benefit upon the community. So it is, 
too, with books, such as those we have named, upon subjects of less 
immediate practical moment but even more valuable, perhaps, for the 
enlargement of the mind and the enrichment of character. The 
multiplication of such books is a public blessing, and one of the most 
promising signs of the times.
